This 
done Bill returned with some gunny 
sacks, dropped them flat on the sur- 
face where the oil was floating on 
the water, then he squeezed the oil 
into a barrel. This pioneer Alberta 
“operator” knew his stuff. He pro- 
ceeded to boil the oil to get rid of 
the water and to thicken’ it. This 
oil he» brought to Cardston in his 
wagon, some 40 miles to the east, 
and started what is: probably ‘the 
first “oil business’ in. the province. 

“Old Bill” sold it at $1 a gallon for 
lubricating oil,.as a cattle wash, for 
cough medicine, as a sore throat cure 
and, if you please—for pneumonia. 
‘And a lot-of the early settlers said 
it worked. ~ is 

‘IT used some of that - Kootenai 
Lakes oil for greasing my mowing 
machine and disc in the early days,” 
said J. Y. Card, in recalling this 
pioneer Alberta discovery. 

Legend says that onge, returning 
from a trip to Cardstag to the Ald- 
ridge cabin in the mountains, “Old 
Bill”, was taken ill. Afraid he was 
going to die, he said to Oliver: 

“Oliver, look in the jockey-box and 
Bet me a bottle of our oil—it will kill 
or cure.” 

He took a couple of deep gulps of 
the crude—straight. And was soon 
on his feet and driving his outfit to 
the Kootenai country.

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Gardening Ingoors 

It’s possible to build a garage or 
eyen a house without a plan but it is 
hardly to be recommended. The same 
applies to a garden, though the plan- 
ning is much. more simple and it is 
a lot of fun, too. In fact with a 
pencil, a bit of.,paper and a seed 
catalogue one can put in a very 
pleasant evening while waiting for 
soil and weather to warm up out of 
doors. 


Vegetable Planning 

No elaborate plans are required un- 
less one is going to do things on a 
big and lavish sca'te. For the vege- 
table plot, indeed it is just-a matter 
of simple straight lines and a little 
knowledge of the size the various 
kinds will grow and when it is safe 
to plant them. Where space is very 
limited one can get a great deal more 
by interplanting short season things 
like lettuce, radish, spinach, etc., 
with say carrots, beets, beans. The 
latter will take much longer to ma- 
ture and will require full space after 
the quick growers have been harvest- 
ed. 

Another space saving trick is to 
train vines like cucumbers, melons 
and squash along boundary fences or 
paths, Also that is a good place to 
grow™tall things such as staked to- 
matoes and corn. :
